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By  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  dated  March  23rd,  1891, 
Article  18,  Section  14,  it  is  prescribed  that  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  shall  “  prepare  an  Annual  Report,  to  be  made  to 
“  the  end  of  December  in  each  year,  comprising  a  summary 
“  of  the  action  taken  during  the  year  for  preventing  the  spread 
“  of  disease,  and  an  account  of  the  sanitary  state  of  his  district 
“  generally  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  report  shall  also 
“  contain  an  account  of  the  enquiries  which  he  has  made  as 
“  to  conditions  injurious  to  health  existing  in  his  district,  and 
“  of  the  proceedings  in  which  he  has  taken  part,  or  advised 
“  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  so  far  as  such  proceedings 
“  relate  to  those  conditions  ;  and  also  an  account  of  the  super- 
“  vision  exercised  by  him  or  on  his  advice,  for  sanitary  purposes 
“  over  places  and  houses  that  the  Sanitary  Authorities  have 
“  power  to  regulate,  with  the  nature  and  results  of  any  pro- 
“  ceedings  which  may  have  been  so  required  and  taken  in  respect 
“  of  the  same  during  the  year.  It  shall  also  record  the  action 
“  taken  by  him  or  on  his  advice,  during  the  year,  in  regard 
“  to  offensive  trades,  and  to  factories  and  workshops.  The 
“  report  shall  also  contain  tabular  statements  (on  forms  to 
“  be  supplied  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  or  to  the  like 
“  effect)  of  the  sickness  and  mortality  within  the  district, 
“  classified  according  to  diseases,  ages,  and  localities.’ ’

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 
Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  of  your  County  Borough  for  the  year  1910. 

In  the  middle  of  the  year  the  work  of  the  department  was 
interrupted  by  the  sudden  and  unexpected  death  of  its  head — Dr. 
William  Berry. 

The  zeal  and  energy  which  he  displayed  in  any  matter  relating 
to  the  public  welfare,  are  too  well  known  to  require  comment  and 
they  are  reflected  in  the  staff  which  he  controlled  with  conspicuous 
success. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  his  genial  presence  has  been  sadly 
missed.  His  unfinished  work  was  taken  up  by  his  son,  Dr.  J.  Foreman 
Berry,  and  I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  him 
for  his  many  kindnesses  when  he  retired  from  office  on  January  31st, 
last. 

The  death-rate  calculated  on  an  estimated  population  of  94,654, 
is  14-55,  against  18-28  in  1909  :  this  shows  a  decrease  of  3-73  per 
1,000  of  the  population. 

The  birth-rate  is  29-26,  against  30-67  for  last  year  :  this  shows 
a  decrease  of  1-41. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  is  132  ;  a 
rate  of  1-39,  against  2-47  in  1909. 

The  Infantile  deaths  number  133  per  1,000  births,  whilst  the 
corresponding  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  106  ;  the  figures  for 
last  year  were  169  and  109  respectively. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  persons  over  60  years  of  age  was  331, 
as  against  341  in  1909, 
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A  few  picked  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  have  been 
treated  in  the  Doecker  Hospital  with  some  success  ;  these  patients 
were  of  the  pauper  class  and  were  maintained  by  the  Guardians. 

Scarlet  Fever  gave  us  for  Hospital  treatment  201  cases,  as 
against  331  in  1909.  The  death-rate  from  this  disease  was  -10,  as 
compared  with  -17  in  1909. 

Enteric  Fever  was  very  prevalent  in  1910,  particularly  during 
the  months  of  February,  November  and  December  ;  90  cases  were 

treated  in  the  Sanatorium.  The  death-rate  for  all  cases  of  Enteric 
Fever  was  -27,  against  -19  in  1909.  The  Sanatorium  death-rate 
for  this  disease  was  16  •6%,  but  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  worst 
and  most  hopeless  cases  were  here  treated. 

On  behalf  of  Dr.  J.  Foreman  Berry  I  have  to  express  my  thanks 
to  Mr.  Sumner  and  the  rest  of  the  inspectorial  staff,  for  their  loyal 
co-operation  and  assistance  generously  given  at  all  times.  To 
Miss  Alldritt  also  my  best  thanks  are  due.

Population. — The  population  estimated  at  the  middle  of  the 
year  (June  30th,  1910)  is  94,654,  and  this  may  be  taken  as  fairly 
correct,  in  accordance  with  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  on  July 
1st. 
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Births. — The  number  of  births  registered  during  1910  is  2,770 
(males  1,415,  females  1,355),  the  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population 
being  29*26.  The  birth-rate,  compared  with  1909  is  1*41  lower. 
The  illegitimate  births  number  131,  or  4*7%. 

The  Mortality  Rate. — The  deaths  for  1910  number  1,378  (males 
703,  females  675),  being  an  excess  of  28  males  over  females.  The 
rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  per  annum  is  14-55  ;  in  1909,  18-28  ; 
thus  on  a  population  of  94,654  we  have  a  decrease  in  deaths  of  327 
over  1909.

Infantile  Mortality. — The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under 
one  year  is  369,  or  133  per  1,000  births,  and  of  children  over  one 
year  and  under  five  years  178,  or  1-88  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

In  regard  to  this  infantile  mortality  there  were  43  deaths  in 
children  who  did  not  live  more  than  24  hours,  and  if  we  deduct  these 
there  would  only  be  326  deaths,  or  117  per  1,000  births  ;  with  a  large 
birth-rate  we  necessarily  have  a  larger  proportion  of  premature 

births.

The  percentage  of  removals  to  Sanatorium  has  been  50-88, 
against  45-34  in  1909,  and  62-72  in  1908. 

The  number  of  return  cases  during  the  year  was  3,  and  the 
causation  has  been  difficult  to  define.  In  some  cases  it  appeared 
that  the  discharged  patient  got  a  coryza  or  cold,  and  thus  infected 
the  other  child.  We  have  had  10  deaths  amongst  those  notified, 
6  occurred  in  hospital,  and  these  were  severe  cases  when  sent  in  ; 
this  equals  6  in  50  -88  per  cent,  of  cases  removed,  and  the  remaining 
4  cases  were  in  the  remaining  49-12  per  cent,  left  at  home,  so  we 
may  take  it  that  the  fatality  amongst  those  cases  left  to  be  nursed 
in  better  houses,  with  parental  care  and  nursing,  gives  us  a  death-rate 
per  cent,  of  2-06,  against  2-98  in  hospital.

OUTWORKERS  LISTS  UNDER  SECTION  107. 

This  year  again  shows  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  Lists  sent 
in,  and  in  the  number  of  Outworkers  employed.  The  condition  of 
premises  where  this  work  is  done,  was  satisfactory. 
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SHOP  HOURS  ACT,  1892-1905. 

During  the  year  only  a  few  visits  have  been  made  to  shops 
received  five  complaints  of  persons  being  caused  to  exceed  the  limit 
of  hours  allowed  under  the  Act.  Enquiries  were  made  and  obser¬ 
vations  taken.  Two  persons  were  over  the  age  (18  years)  ;  in  the 
other  three  cases  I  found  no  cause  for  complaint. 

Observations  of  closing  times  are  frequently  taken,  and  I  had 
reason  to  caution  three  proprietors  for  allowing  young  persons  to 
work  for  longer  than  the  limit  of  hours  allowed.  — 

Seats  for  Shop  Assistants. — At  shops  visited  the  Act  was  being 
carried  out. 

SHOP  HOURS  ACT,  1904— CLOSING  ORDER, 
(Hairdressers  &  Barbers’  Shops.) 

Under  the  above  Order  four  hundred  and  eighty  visits  were 
made  during  the  day  ;  six  hundred  and  sixty  two  visits  at  night. 

Six  complaints  were  made  against  time  cribbing,  but  no  cause 
of  complaint  was  found. 

One  proprietor  was  cautioned  for  employing  young  person  at 
night  who  had  worked  in  the  pit  during  the  day.

MEAT  INSPECTION  &  SLAUGHTER-HOUSES

The  Slaughter-houses  have  been  frequently  visited  by  the 
Inspectors.  Speaking  generally  their  condition  is  unsatisfactory, 
and  it  is  only  by  constant  and  unremitting  attention  on  the  part  of 
the  tenants  that  many  of  them  are  rendered  reasonably  fit  for 
slaughtering  purposes.  This  entails  constant  visiting  and  re-visiting 
by  the  Inspectors. 
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DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS 

ORDER,  1885  and  1886. 

The  Milk  Supply  on  the  whole  is  good,  hut  more  care  should 
be  exercised  by  the  dairymen  in  reference  to  cleanliness.  The 
milkers  and  distributors  of  the  milk  should  be  more  cleanly  in  their 
own  persons,  and  should  look  more  closely  after  the  utensils. 

I  subjoin  Mr.  Woods’  Veterinary  Inspector’s  report  for  1910 
Gentlemen, 

The  whole  of  the  Cowsheds  in  the  Borough  have  been  inspected 
and  the  udders  of  the  cattle  examined  at  least  four  times  during  the 
year.  Only  three  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  have  been 
detected  ;  these  have  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

Four  of  the  Cowkeepers  have  left  this  country  for  abroad, 
partly  they  have  said  from  the  difficulty  of  carrying  on  their  business 
at  a  profit  under  the  present  regulations  and  partly  from  fear  of 
further  restrictive  legislation  threatened  by  Mr.  John  Burn’s  Milk  Bill. 

More  than  that  number  have  emigrated  from  the  villages 
around,  indeed  I  never  recollect  so  many  of  the  small  farmers  and 
milksellers  who  have  emigrated  in  the  hope  of  better  times  in  the 
Colonies.  Their  places  have  however  been  immediately  filled  by 
others. 

Generally  speaking,  the  class  of  cattle  kept  is  exceedingly  good 
and  the  milk  supply  fairly  clean,  and  I  think  one  additional  cause 
at  any  rate  of  the  emigration  is  not  that  the  cowkeepers  are  unable 
to  crowd  so  many  cows  into  a  limited  area,  but  that  the  difference  in 
price  between  a  newly- calved  and  a  fat  cow  has  been  so  great  that 
it  has  swept  away  to  a  great  extent  the  profit  on  the  milk. 

It  is  quite  true  that  with  the  present  regulations  as  to  cubic 
space,  a  cowkeeper  has  not  usually  the  option  of  keeping  a  cow  that 
is  not  giving  milk,  and  he  therefore  cannot  keep  a  cow  round,  i.e., 
until  she  would  be  due  to  calve  again,  as  that  means  her  giving  no 
milk  for  a  month  or  six  weeks  previous  to  calving  and  a  diminishing 
quantity  for  a  number  of  weeks  before. 

He  has  no  option  but  to  fatten  and  sell  her, 
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This  aspect  of  the  case  has  again  and  again  been  brought  to  my 
notice,  but  as  against  this  I  must  say  that  even  when  there  were  no 
regulations  as  to  air  space  the  cowkeepers  rarely  kept  a  cow  more 
than  her  one  milking  “  note.” 

Under  any  circumstances  the  regulations  are  there  and  in  the 
opinion  of  all  the  highest  authorities  they  are  the  minimum  that 

can  reasonably  be  demanded.

There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  if  the  further  legislation  fore¬ 
shadowed  is  carried  into  law,  the  price  of  the  article  to  the  public 
will  have  to  be  increased.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  has  been  continuous  and  of  good  quality. 
There  has  been  no  necessity  to  have  a  curtailment  or  intermittent 
supply,  which  is  always  dangerous. 

The  following  are  summaries  of  the  reports  on  the  analysis 
of  the  wrater  made  by  the  Public  Analyst  : — 

January. — Hardness  before  boiling,  9-5  degrees;  after,  7  0  degrees. 
The  temporary  hardness  is  roughly  one-third  of  the  permanent 
hardness.  The  water,  judged  by  organic  contamination 
standards,  remains  satisfactory  (Wigan). 

February. — Hardness  before  boiling,  6-5  degrees;  after  2-5  degrees. 
This  is  a  very  satisfactory  supply  in  all  respects  (Wigan). 

March. — Hardness  before  boiling,  8  -0  degrees  ;  after,  6  -0  degrees. 
These  results  are  fairly  satisfactory,  but  not  as  good  as  usual 
(Wigan). 


April. — Hardness  before  boiling,  8  0  degrees;  after,  4-5  degrees. 
An  average  quality  of  Corporation  water  in  regard  to  both 
organic  impurity  and  hardness  (Wigan). 

May . — Hardness  before  boiling,  6-25  degrees;  after,  4-25  degrees. 
This  month’s  supply  is  a  “  softer  ”  water  than  the  average. 
The  water  is  very  satisfactory  from  all  standpoints  (Wigan). 

June. — Hardness  before  boiling,  7-5  degrees;  after,  4-0  degrees. 
The  water  is  of  fair  all-round  quality  (Wigan). 

July. — Hardness  before  boiling,  9-0  degrees;  after,  6-5  degrees. 
The  water  supply  is  better  this  month  than  any  month  in  the 
year  (Wigan). 

August. — Hardness  before  boiling,  7-0  degrees;  after,  3-8  degrees. 
The  figure  recorded  under  Albuminoid  Ammonia  is  very  high 
for  Wigan  water,  but  further  tests  show  freedom  from  polluting 
material.  The  water  is  perfectly  sound  in  regard  to  all  domestic 
purposes  (Wigan). 

September . — Hardness  before  boiling,  8-5  degrees  ;  after,  4-5  degrees. 
There  is  a  decided  improvement  over  last  month’s  analysis, 
and  the  water  is  now  normal  in  quality  (Wigan). 

October. — Hardness  before  boiling,  7-5  degrees;  after,  4-0  degrees. 
An  average  quality  in  regard  to  organic  purity  and  hardness 
(Wigan). 

November. — Hardness  before  boiling,  6-0  degrees  ;  after,  3-0  degrees. 

This  is  a  very  fair  sample  of  water  (Wigan). 

» 

December. — Hardness  before  boiling,  12-0  degrees  ;  after,  6-5  degrees. 
The  Albuminoid  Ammonia  figure  was  abnormally  high.  The 
results  recorded  under  “  Albuminoid  Ammonia  ”  and  “  Oxygen 
Absorption  ”  in  all  samples,  show  that  the  water,  in  its  present 
condition,  contains  undesirable  traces  of  readily  changeable 
organic  matter.  This  most  probably  is  derived  from  peat  or 
other  vegetable  source,  in  which  case  I  am  not  prepared  to  lay 
much  stress  upon  it.  The  remaining  figures  negative  any 
suspicion  of  contamination  by  drainage  or  similar  impurity 
(Pemberton — three  samples).

SCAVENGING. 

This  department  is  under  the  control  of  the  Sanitary  Works 
Committee,  and  the  disposal  of  sewage  is  in  charge  of  the  Sewage 
Farm  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  being  requested  to 
attend  when  required. 

Where  a  nuisance  has  arisen  either  from  privies  or  pails,  we 
have  endeavoured  to  get  them  converted  to  the  water-carriage 

system. 
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REPORT  of  the  Lady  Health  Visitor  (Miss  ALLDRITT) 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  on  Work  done 
during  tile  Year  1910.  ::  ::  ::  ::  ::  ::  ::  :: 

During  the  year  1910,  in  connection  with  the  Notification  of 
Births  Act,  I  have  paid  2,199  primary  visits,  and  364  re-visits. 

The  number  of  re-visits  paid  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  the 
number  of  cases  requiring  them,  as  in  most  cases  constant  visiting, 
until  a  child  is  six  months  or  so,  is  required. 

Where  a  child  is  being  improperly  fed,  very  little  good  results 
from  a  single  visit,  and  it  requires  to  be  repeated  many  times  ;  under 
the  present  conditions  it  is  an  utter  impossibility. 

On  the  cleanliness  of  the  houses  generally,  I  think  I  can  report 
more  favourably  than  formerly,  and  there  is  also  a  general  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  care  of  the  baby  (at  the  first  visit  at  all  events),  as  each 
mother  is  informed  by  her  midwife  that  the  Lady  Inspector  may  be 
expected  at  any  time. 

The  tube  bottle  is  still  widely  used,  but  the  boat-shaped  bottle 
is  gradually  gaining  favour. 

Much  extra  work  has  been  caused  in  tracing  several  uncertified 
women  who  have  been  “  habitually  and  for  gain  practising  mid¬ 
wifery  in  certain  parts  of  the  Borough  ;  and  in  following  up  the  cases 
when  traced. 

The  midwives  ‘practising  within  the  area  have  been  periodically 
visited,  and  their  bags  inspected.  In  the  main  they  show  marked 
improvement  and  the  character  of  the  midwives’  work  in  general 
has  improved. 

Special  inquiry  has  been  made  into  all  cases  of  deaths  occurring 
from  Summer  Diarrhoea  ;  when  an  inspection  has  also  been  made 
of  the  drainage  and  sanitary  accommodation  of  the  premises  at  which 
the  death  occurred. 

I  have  paid  174  miscellaneous  visits  to  cases  of  Phthisis,  Oph¬ 
thalmia,  Teething,  Diarrhoea,  etc.,  which  come  to  my  notice  during 
my  daily  round  of  visits.

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MIDWIVES  ACT,  1902. 

We  have  now  55  women  on  the  Midwives’  Register  for  the 
Borough.  During  the  year  they  have  been  visited  at  their  own 
houses  by  Miss  Alldritt,  the  Lady  Health  Visitor. 

During  the  year  there  were  4  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  notified 
and  2  deaths,  against  8  cases  and  5  deaths  in  1909.  In  all  cases  a 
midwife  had  been  in  attendance  ;  in  each  case  she  was  suspended 
from  carrying  out  her  midwifery  duties. 

Caution  has  been  given  for  negligence  in  carrying  out  the  rules 
of  the  Midwives’  Board.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

We  beg  to  submit  our  Second  Annual  Report  on  the  Inspection 
of  Schools  and  School  Children  for  the  Year  ended  the  31st  December, 

1910. 


The  total  number  of  Schools  examined  was  28.  These  com¬ 
prised  58  Departments. 

4,948  children  were  examined,  consisting  of  2,540  boys  and 
2,408  girls.  The  average  length  of  time  taken  up  by  each  examination 
was  6  minutes. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  issue  75  notices  requiring  parents 
to  cleanse  their  children  within  24  hours.  Of  these  children,  13  were 
removed  from  School  and  cleansed  at  the  cleansing  station.  They 
are  still  under  observation. 

The  School  buildings  were  found  to  be  in  a  fairly  satisfactory 
state  of  repair.  The  Reports  on  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  whole 
of  the  Schools  presented  last  year  mainly  apply  to  this  year,  and 
only  a  few  remarks  need  be  added  to  each. 
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Presbyterian  School. 

Surroundings  : — Street,  cottage  property. 

Two  playgrounds — both  cindered.  There  are  ash  tubs  in  the 
Infants’  and  Girls’  playground.  The  conveniences  are  trough-water 
closets.  The  urinal  in  the  Infants’  yard  is  not  satisfactory.  The 
cloakroom  is  formed  by  a  passage,  and  there  is  no  drying  apparatus. 
The  School  is  heated  by  pipes  and  open  fires. 

Three  lavatory  basins  only  are  provided.  The  School  has  been 
painted  and  cleaned  throughout,  and  the  conveniences  limewashed 
and  re-varnished. 


Wesleyan  School. 

Surroundings : — Street,  St.  John’s  R.C.  School,  and  house 
property. 

Playgrounds  : — Two.  Both  are  partly  under  the  School  itself. 
Both  are  flagged  and  are  small  in  area,  with  drinking  water  supply 
in  each  yard. 

The  conveniences  are  trough  water  closets  and  urinals. 

The  conveniences  in  the  Boys’  yard  are  not  provided  with  doors. 
There  are  three  cloakrooms,  small  in  area,  and  somewhat  dark. 
There  is  no  drying  apparatus.  The  School  is  heated  by  hot  water 

pipes. 

The  Infants’  Department  has  been  cleaned  and  painted  through¬ 
out,  and  the  conveniences  of  both  Departments  have  been  limewashed 
and  re -varnished. 

National  and  Blue  Coat  School. 

Surroundings  : — Streets,  waste  land,  cottage  property. 
Playgrounds  : — Three  in  number. 

The  Girls’  playground  is  flagged,  and  has  a  dry  ashpit. 

The  Boys’  playground  is  flagged. 
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The  Infants’  playground  has  one  portion  cindered  and  the  other 
part  flagged. 

The  conveniences  consist  of  pail  closets  and  urinals. 

There  are  three  cloakrooms,  with  no  drying  apparatus. 

Each  cloakroom  contains  three  lavatory  basins. 

The  heating  of  the  School  is  by  hot  water  pipes,  fires  and 
stoves. 

The  Infants’  and  Boys’  Departments  have  been  cleaned  and 
painted  throughout.

Adenoids. — No  Special  Examination,  such  as  digital  examination  of 
the  naso-pliarynx  was  made  for  Adenoids,  but  even  when  no 
history  could  be  obtained  it  was  often  possible  to  say  positively 
whether  they  were  present  or  not. 

Probably  the  number  given  above  is  under-estimated. 
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External  Eye. — The  majority  of  the  defective  external  eye 
conditions  found  on  inspection  have  been  marginal  bupharitis  or 
strabismus. 

Vision. — Children  under  7  years  have  not  had  their  eyesight 
tested,  but  in  a  few  cases  where  obvious  defect  existed,  it  has  been 
noted  and  included  in  the  percentage  of  defects  of  vision  already 
given. 

Rickets. — These  children  were  not  actually  suffering  from 
Rickets  at  the  time  of  the  inspection,  but  showed  well  marked  signs 
of  having  had  the  condition  when  younger.  They  are,  therefore, 
included  with  the  cases  of  deformity. 

School  Nurse. — During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  School 
Nurse  has  consisted  of  attending  at  the  Schools,  and  assisting  with  the 
work  of  Medical  Inspection.  She  has,  in  addition,  visited  the  homes 
of  as  many  as  possible  of  those  children  whose  parents  have  been 
requested  to  obtain  medical  treatment.  She  has  also  made  in¬ 
dependent  examinations,  without  a  previous  notice  having  been 
given,  with  a  view  of  detecting  verminous  or  dirty  bodies.  In  this 
direction  her  work  has  been  invaluable,  and  for  her  loyal  co-operation 
our  best  thanks  are  due.

I  beg  to  report  herewith  a  short  resume  of  the  year’s  work  in 
the  Analytical  Department  of  the  Corporation. 

There  is  no  matter  of  exceptional  importance  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  the  Council,  though  the  question  of  the  Pemberton  water 
supply  is  one  which  has  received  rather  special  attention. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  generous 
help  accorded  me  by  the  Officials  of  the  Health,  Water,  and  Gas 
Departments,  and,  in  particular,  the  co-operation  of  Chief  Inspector 
J.  Sumner.

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WORK  CARRIED  OUT  UNDER  THE  SALE  OF  FOOD  AND 

DRUGS  ACTS. 

During  the  year  184  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis,  viz.  : 
Milk  127,  Butter  35,  Rice  8,  Tea  6,  Coffee  4,  Cheese  3,  and  Marmalade  1. 

Eleven  samples  of  Milk  were  found  to  be  adulterated  ;  5  by 
the  addition  of  water  in  amounts  varying  from  1-6  to  17%,  and  6 
deprived  of  fat  (by  either  a  skimming  process  or  the  addition  of 
separated  milk)  in  proportions  varying  from  3  to  20%.  The  adul¬ 
teration  of  milk  therefore  works  out  at  between  8  and  9%  on  the 
total  number  of  samples  taken,  which  is  a  decided  increase  for  Wigan. 
In  all  fairness,  however,  mention  should  be  made  of  the  fact  that 
the  great  majority  were  found  to  be  of  very  good  quality,  the  fat- 
content  being  nearer  4  than  3%,  and,  in  no  case,  was  the  presence  of 
any  preservative  noted. 

All  samples  of  Butter  were  pure  and  free  from  excessive  water 
and,  where  Boron  compounds  were  detected,  they  were  present  in 
proportions  not  exceeding  35  grains  per  pound. 

The  analysis  of  Rice  was  largely  confined  to  the  determination 

of  the  amount  of  steatite  present.  Steatite  or  talc  is  very  largely 

used  as  a  coating  for  the  rice  granules,  whereby  its  appearance  is 

greatly  improved.  A  Departmental  enquiry  into  this  practice  took 

% 

place  some  18  months  ago,  and  in  the  report  issued  certain  recom¬ 
mendations  were  made.  It  was  suggested  that  0-5%  be  taken  as  the 
limit  above  which  the  steatite-content  should  not  rise.  Five  of  the 
above  samples  were  natural  rice  and  had  not  been  treated  by  this 
process;  the  remaining  3  containing  respectively,  0-28,  0-46  and 
0-38%  of  steatite. 

The  samples  of  Tea  and  Coffee  were  normal  in  all  respects, 
and  the  Cheeses  contained  good  proportions  of  fat  and  were  free 
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from  “  filling.”  Tlie  sample  of  Marmalade,  which  was  from  a  private 
source,  contained  0-224  grain  per  pound  of  copper,  equivalent  to 
•85  grain  per  pound  of  crystallised  sulphate  of  copper.  This  con¬ 
tamination  was  undoubtedly  due  to  some  solution  taking  place  in  the 
copper  pan  during  the  boiling  process. 

WORK  CARRIED  OUT  UNDER  THE  FERTILIZERS  AND 

FEEDING  STUFFS  ACTS. 

Thirty- three  unofficial  samples  were  analysed,  of  which  25 
were  normal  in  character,  and  8  more  or  less  deficient  in  some  im¬ 
portant  constituent.  In  the  absence  of  invoices  one  has  to  judge 
of  a  fertilizer  or  foodstuff  in  its  all-round  character  and  not  so  much 
upon  one  particular  factor. 

EXAMINATION  OF  THE  PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Each  month  of  the  year  an  analysis  was  made  of  either  the 
Wigan  or  Pemberton  water  supply.  Owing  to  certain  abnormal 
conditions  in  the  latter  I  reported,  specially,  on  December  14th,  my 
analyses  of  the  water  taken  twice  (December  7th  and  10th)  from  the 
Pemberton  Sanatorium  and  from  Dr.  Redman’s  house,  Ormskirk 
Road  (December  10th).  As  a  result,  the  matter  was  gone  into 
thoroughly,  and  an  inspection  of  the  gathering  ground  took  place 
on  December  29th.  Samples  of  Nicholson’s  Pit  water  ;  water  as 
received  at  Edgewood’s  before  and  after  filtering,  and  after  storage  ; 
water  from  Reservoir  No.  1  ;  and  pit  water,  were  secured,  and  my 
report,  with  recommendations,  was  submitted  on  14th  of  January 
last.  The  results  of  analysis  when  compared  with  the  Wigan  figures 
might  have  appeared  startling,  but,  as  I  pointed  out,  there  is  no 
evidence  whatever  of  animal  pollution,  and  the  vegetable  contamina¬ 
tion  indicated  will  be  minimised  as  the  result  of  the  intake  of 
Nicholson’s  Pit  water  (a  very  pure  supply)  and  of  the  other  suggestions. 


With  regard  to  the  Wigan  water  supply,  variations  have 
occurred  as  follows  : — 

Total  hardness  from  9-5°  to  6  0°. 

Permanent  ,,  ,,  7*0°  to  2*5°. 

Alkalinity  „  4-0  grains  to  2-5  grains  per  gallon. 

The  highest  quantity  of  Albuminoid  Ammonia  was  on  August 
11th,  viz.  : — 0-12  part  per  million,  and  the  lowest  0-06,  in  July. 
There  have  been  traces  of  free  Ammonia  ( i.e .,  saline  or  meal)  on  three 
occasions  only,  and  the  combined  Chlorine  as  Sodium  Chloride  has 
been  very  constant  throughout  at  about  1  -6  grains  per  gallon.  Nitrites 
have  been  completely  absent,  and  the  Nitrates  figures  have  varied 
but  slightly. 

In  all-round  characters  the  water  is  of  very  satisfactory  quality. 

GAS  TESTS. 

The  illuminating  power  of  the  Corporation  gas  supply  was  taken 
each  of  the  earlier  and  later  months  of  the  year,  and  averaged  18-18 
sperm  candles  ;  the  highest  record  being  18-30  and  the  lowest  18-00.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee . 

Sir  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Twentieth  Annual 
Report  of  the  work  executed  by  the  Staff  of  the  Department  during 
the  year  1910. 

The  Inspectors  have  done  their  work  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner,  and  the  work  performed  shows  that  their  time  has  been  very 
fully  occupied,  more  especially  when  you  consider  how  the  Department 
is  staffed  ;  they  have  (as  you  are  aware)  to  use  as  much  tact  combined 
with  as  little  friction  as  possible  in  the  carrying  out  of  their  work, 
and  it  speaks  very  highly  of  their  work  that  so  little  court  work  has 
had  to  be  resorted  to.

I  must  again  give  credit  to  the  general  body  of  butchers  who 
seem  to  be  only  too  willing  to  call  in  the  help  of  the  Department,  if 
they  have  any  beast  which  is  affected  in  any  way.
